REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 


Fellow citizens: 

In compliance with the state law, we herewith commit 
our annual report. 3 

The summer and tall terms were very satisfactory, 
but the winter term has been much broken by sickness. 

In looking over the report it will be seen that there 
are about twenty-three scholars less enrolled this year 
than last year, and that the visits by the board and the 
citizens are less than last year, but we trust the cause 
was sickness and not disinterestedness on their parts. 
We like to feel that the parents and the citizens in 
general are interested in, and are working for, the good 
of the schools. It is a decided help to the teachers and 
the board of education to have the assistance and good- 
will of the public, and that public should show it by 
frequent visits to the schools. 
We have given each scholar thirty weeks of schooling 
this year. The same teachers have been retained 
throughout the year in all the schools, with the excep- 
tion of two, and in those we were able to secure good 
substitutes. | 

It is interesting to note that in the past year three of 
our schools —the Brown, the Moore, and the Clough 
Hill — have thrown ‘‘ Old Glory” to the breeze. All 
the schools now have flags with the exception of two, 
and we would encourage parents and children in those 
districts to obtain one the coming year, that every
